We 

don’t do such things in our country. But they were kifled 

just as effectively and ruthlessly by the SEVENTH COLUMN, 

of which yox may be a member.

President Roosevelt painted a somber picture of what the 
Seventh Column is doing to sap the vitality of our war effort: 
40,000 people killed last year in automobile accidents; 19,200 
killed in industrial accidents; over two million industrial in- 
juries with the resultant Joss of manpower reaching the in- 
credible total of 42,000,000 man days. 

We on the railroad are not free of blame. Last year on 
Pacific Lines, 32 of our employes lost their lives while on duty 
and 1,395 sustained injury serious enough to require reporting 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission. Some 4,000 others 
were Iucky enough to escape with minor injuries. And the 
first seven months of 1942 reflect a 27 per cent increase in acci- 
dents over the same period in 1941. At the present time, 
because of serious and minor injuries, our railroaders are 
losing time at the rate of 45,000 days a year. The twenty-six men 
Killed this year, who would have averaged 6,000 production 
days each, during their normal lifetime, represent an additional 
loss of 136,000 days to the railroad. Great victories for the 7th 
Column! Tragedies for American families! 

Defense against the Seventh Column lies with you. Fight 
it as you would fight an invader for it is menacing the safety 
of your home as surely as any Jap or Nazi. Fight it like this: 

© On Your Job: Learn and apply the safety rules pertaining 
to your particular work. Take advantage of alk safety devices. 
Wear safe clothes. Keep fit for your job by eating, exercising 
and sleeping regularly. Be moderate in your living habits. 
Smash the 7TH COLUMN! 

© On The Highway: Don't drive your car over 35 MPH, 
better yet, keep it at 30 MPH.

“Because of wartime condi- 
tions,” explains Supt. of Tele- 
graph A. W. Flanagan, “our 
SP lines everywhere are over- 
crowded and no material is 
available to further expand fa- 
cilities. While heavily taxed 
with business calls they are 
being flooded continually with 
calls of a purely personal na- 
ture, particularly with incom- 
ing calls from members of 
employes’ families. Important 
calls relating to the war effort 
are being delayed while private 
family affairs are discussed at length, while women employes 
tell their gitl friends about their new hats; while fellows 
describe their last night's howling, shot by shot, or their last 
week's golf, hole by hole.” . 

Please 
ask your relatives and friends to STOP calling you during 
business hours except in emergency, and even then to make 
the conversation brief. This will make way for calls that relate 
to handling of troops and military supplies. This will help 
give Uncle Sam a clear line for victory.

War Bond Purchases Through Payroll Deduction 
Take Big Jump at the General Office 


Te spotlight of SP’s War Bond Drive 
this month swung directly to the Gen- 
eral Office, where the percentage of 
employes buying bonds through payroll 
allotment soared quickly from 73 per cent 
to 92 per cent. This startling increase was 
no haphazard happening but the result 
of an inspirational meeting followed im- 
mediately by closely organized solicita- 
tion. (See pictures and item pages 12-13.) 

On August 28 the largest crowd ever 
to gather ia the General Office courtyard 
met to dedicate a Southern Pacific Service 
Flag, and to press the sale of War Bonds. 


One Thousand More 


B. September 15 the number of men 
in the armed forces from Southern 
Pacific lines and from the railroad’s 
wholly: owned subsidiary companies, 
had increased to 6,214, or nearly one 
thousand more than were in service on 
July 31 when the 5,299 figure (above) 
was computed for use on the Service 
Flag. Thus do the enlistments and in- 
ductions during a six weeks’ period in- 
dicate how rapidly railroad men are 
answering the call to the Colors. 


Of this total number on September 
15, there were 4,669 men from the 
Pacific Lines, 1,010 from the Texas & 
New Orleans Railroad (SP’s lines in 
Texas and Louisiana), and the remain- 
ing 535 from the various subsidiary 
properties. 

The beautiful Service Flag hangs in 
the lobby of the General Office where 
it can be seen by the hundreds who go 
through the portals of the San Francisco 
office daily, The numbers are to be re~ 
vised twice monthly, 


The program was brief, terse, dramatic. 
There was music and there was singing, 
but from the opening bars of “America” 
that started the ceremony to the “Star 
Spangled Banner’ finale an atmosphere 
of wartime seriousness prevailed. Vice 
President D. J. Russell struck the keynote 
with his solemn words of dedication as 
the service flag was slowly unveiled, The 
effect was electrifying. Through the 
gathering of over 3000 employes there 
swept an emotional surge as their 
thoughts turned to the thousands of their 
fellow employes under arms. C. B. Kleup- 
fer, prominent SP Legionnaire, who ac- 
cepted the flag in behalf of employes, 
spoke truly for everyone present when he 
said that it would stand as a symbol of 
responsibility for those on the home 
front. 

Against this impressive background, 
the program swung to the subject of War 
Bonds . . . with no punches pulled. 
Walter Fell, master of ceremonies, led 
off with the direct statement: "We are 
not here today to cheer, for we haven’t 
done much to cheer about”; @ fact that 
was made all too evident when Emmett 
Fitzpatrick and Dorothy Gross read state- 
ments from the United States Treasury 
showing that our railroad was lagging in 
payroll purchase of War Bonds, and that 
the General Office was far down the list 
with a 73 per cent signup. George Smith 
of the SP Club Board of Governors drove 
the meaning of these facts home by show- 
ing the impossibility of waging a win- 
ning war with a 73 per cent effort. He 
drew a strong contrast between the sacri- 
fices being made by SP men in the armed 
service and those on the Home Front. 
A. F, Gaynor, representing the Brother- 
hood of Railway Clerks, said in the clos- 


ing address: “The purchase of war bonds 
should not be enforced on us as a duty, 
or an obligation. Instead, it should be 
presented as our religion, the religion of 
freedom of speech and thought .. .” 
Later that same day, while the spirit 
of the meeting was stilt high, the War 
Bond Committee sent solicitors through 
the entire building to make a direct and 
personal appeal to everyone who had not 
yet signed up to purchase bonds through 
payroll allotment. Report after report 
of 100 per cent signup reached the ears 
of committee heads but they refused to 
allow their hopes to soar too high until 
the official retuens as of September 15 
showed that the General Office had made 
the unbelievable jump from 73 per cent 


Dedication and Pledge 
Speaking vefore General Office em- 
ployes at the Service Flag and War 
Bond raily on August 28, Vice President 
D. J. Russell said: 
‘O civilians are more directly in the 
war—and of it~-than those of the 
railroad industry. And no railroaders 
are closer to it than wé of the Southern 
Pacific, 

We are close to ic not only because 
of the big job it has imposed on all of 
us, but also because more than five 
thousand members of the Southern Pa: 
cific family are now in the armed 
forces, 

To these absent ones, ashore and 
afloat, we dedicate this flag to keep 
them in mind and as a pledge that we 
will spare no effort—physical or finan- 
cial—to see they get whatever is neces- 
sary to win the war.

Big Staff Works to Keep Employes’ 
War Bond Applications Moving 


ERE is a behind-the-scenes story of 
what SP does with the moncy de- 
ducted from your paycheck while it is 
accumulating sufficiently to purchase 
War Bonds. In spite of repeated ex- 
planations regarding the handling of 
these funds, there still seems to be some 
misunderstandings, which the following 
play-by-play account given by General 
Auditor F. 1. McCaffery may clarify, 
Jn the first place, the company pur- 
chases blank bonds from the Federal 
Reserve Bank to have ready for delivery 
to you when your payment is completed. 
This is done with company funds. If 
you think it’s a nickel-and-dime affair, 
consider the amount advanced during 
the month of August alone for the pur- 
chase of these blank bonds . . . $453,750. 
When your pay checks are issued, 
the Local Treasurer deposits all war 
bond deductions in a special trust ac- 
count opened for this purpose in a San 
Francisco bank. As banks do not allow 
interest on commercial funds, ife com- 


pany receives no interest from any . 


money involved in the entire bond 
transaction, When your deductions 
amount to enough to buy a bond, the 
Local Treasurer makes one out in your 
name, delivers it to you, and then 
draws a check on the special trust account 
for the cost of the bond, thus complet- 
ing the deal. 

It's a simple matter, but not a smail 
one. The company incurs a considerable 
amount of expense in handling the 
many accounting details that are neces- 
y to set up and maintain individual 
accounts for approximately 42,000 em- 
ployes. A force of 45 people are at 
present exclusively engaged on this 
work in the Accounting Department, 
and 12 others are required to handle 
the Treasurer's end of the job. The 
total payroll for these forces is approxi- 
mately $10,000 a month, 

A hig job it is no matter how you 
look at it, but that’s the way Uncle 
Sam prefers to have War Bonds pur- 
chased, so we're glad to do everything 
we can to help him out.

the Operating Department, are now be- 
ing coordinated by the recently organized 
labor office.

Traffic Students Reciuited

Fell reports that 25 persons 
have already entered the service of the 
SP’s Passenger Trafic Department 
through the activity of this school.

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Transportation Chief 
Succumbs to Sudden 
Heart Attack 


\V ITH the death of W. B. Kirkland 

on August 27, the Southern Pacific 
lost one of its top operating officials and 
the armed forces of the nation lost a 
transportation man whe accomplished 
near miracles in the movement of their 
men and equipment. Mr. Kirkland, gen- 
eral superintendent of transportation, 
passed away from the effects of a heart 
attack that struck with tragic suddenness 
while he and Mrs. Kirkland were at the 
Ferry Building in San Francisco. 

Funeral services held in San Francisco 
August 31 were attended by top railroad 
executives and ranking officers of the 
army and navy. Mr. Kirkland is survived 
by his widow, two sons (William, Jr., 
and Knox), and a daughter (Virginia). 

Starting with the Southern Pacific in 
1903 as a telegraph operator on the 
Tucson Division, Mr. Kirkland was a dis- 
patcher and asst, chief dispatcher before 
being transferred to Shasta Div, in 1912, 
where he served as chief dispatcher, train- 
master and assistant superintendent. 
After a leave of absence from March, 
i919, to April, 1920, he returned as 
trainmaster and asst. superintendent on 
the Stockton and Sacramento divisions. 
In 1924 he was assistant superintendent 
on the Rio Grande Division, and in 1928 
superintendent of the New Mexico Divi- 
sion, transferring to San Francisco in 
1930 as special representative to the gen- 
eral manager. He was made assistant to 
the general manager in 1932 and super- 
intendent of transportation later that same 
year. Effective April 1 of this year he 
was named general superintendent of 
transportation, 

The wide scope of his operating knowl- 
edge proved invaluable when the attack 
on Pearl Harbor called America to arms, 
with the resultant tremendous movement 
of troops and equipment. From that day 
on, Mr. Kirkland was seldom far from 
his job as he literally lived and breathed 
railroading. The fact that the Southern 
Pacific, one of the most heavily burdened 
of the railroads at war, handled its load 
smoothly and efficiently was due in no

small measure to this man’s devotion to 
his duty. ; 

His death drew scores of letters from 
all parts of the land as the transportation 
world mourned the passing of a leader. 
The regard in which he was held by army 
transportation officers was revealed when, 
on September 10, they named the new 
North Point Army Railroad Yard in San 
Francisco, “Kirkland Yard,” an honor 
that has seldom been given a civilian. 
Maj. Gen, Frederick Gilbreath, comman- 
der of the San Francisco Port of Embarka- 
tion, in officially naming the yard, said of 
Mr. Kirkland: “His thorough knowledge 
and his intense sense of duty to his coun- 
try expressed in wise counsel and un- 
stinted effort, contributed much to solv- 
ing the transportation problems as they 
confronted the nation at the outbreak of 
war and continued to the last hour of his 
life.” Mr. Kirkland would have asked no 
finer tribute.

‘The “Last Spike” Is Unspiked 


I41E clock was turned back a few months more than 73 years 

out at Promontory in the barren hills at the north end of Great 
Salt Lake in Utah when on September § some two hundred historic- 
minded persons re-created in reverse the epochal ceremony of May 
10, 1869, when the “last spike” was driven connecting rails of the 
Central Pacific (now SP) and Union Pacific to give the nation its 
first transcontinental railroad. For more than 38 years, or since 
SP's 32-mile trestle and fill across Great Salt Lake was opened in 
April, 1904, the pioneer rail line that twisted around the upper end 
of the lake has been a branch line little used in late years. Now the 
government is taking up the track so that about 13,000 gross tons 
of rail and other materials can be put to vital wartime use, Thus is 
being abandoned 120 miles of railroad, every mile of which fits into 
a thrilling chapter in the saga of the West. It was here that the rival 
construction crews of the Central Pacific and Union Pacific paralleled 
their grades within shouting distance of each other before a final 
point af junction was decided upon.

Te Acounting Department offices in 
San Francisco are carrying out a plan 
of contacting their former employes now 
in the armed forces that is being enthusi- 
astically received by the boys and which 
plan offers a suggestion for other depart- 
ments over the railroad. 

A little over a year ago a well known 
and capable person in each of the account- 
ing offices was appointed as a correspon- 
dent to write monthly to each man in the 
service, keeping them informed of SP 
events. Marriages, promotions, vacations, 
etc, are recorded in these letters each 
month and the interest with which they 
are received is aptly mirrored in the let- 
ters of appreciation coming from the 
service men.

O YOUR Christmas mailing early 
to soldiers, sailors, and marines. 
Officers of the Army and Navy Postal 
Services urge that packages, letters and 
cards for men abroad or at sea be mailed 
between October 1 and November 1, 
Mailings made after November 1 will, 
in all Hikelihood, fail to reach their des- 
tinations until after Christmas. 
Christmas packages should be kept 
within a maximum size and weight. 
Regulations provide that no package 
over 18 inches long or 42 inches in 
Jength and girth combined may be 
mailed. No package should weigh over 
11 pounds. Not more than one package 
per week may be mailed to one person. 
Be sure to use full and correct address. 
Food should #of be sent nor should 
clothing unless specifically requested. 
Electrical equipment is generally use~ 
less. Send toilet kits, wallets, shaving 
items, fountain pens, pencils and like 
items.
